SECTION 1: SPECIAL CONDITIONS
PURPOSE

The purpose of this Invitation to Quote is to establish a revenue generating contract for the retrieval of errant golf balls from
water hazards located in Miami Dade County owned golf courses.

TERM OF CONTRACT

This contract shall commence on the first calendar day of the month succeeding approval of the contract by the Board of County
Commissioners, or designee, unless otherwise stipulated in the Notice of Award Letter which is distributed by the County's
Internal Services Department, Procurement Management Section, and contingent upon the completion and submittal of all
required bid documents. The contract shall remain in effect for three (3) years and upon completion of the expressed and/or
implied warranty periods, and shall expire on the last day of the three year period.

OPTION TO RENEW

Prior to, or upon completion, of the initial contract term, the County shall have the option to renew this contract for one additional
three (3) year period. Continuation of the contract beyond the initial period, and any option subsequently exercised, is a County
prerogative, and not a right of the bidder. This prerogative will be exercised only when such continuation is clearly in the best
interest of the County.

Should the bidder decline the County’s right to exercise the option period, the County may consider the bidder in default which
decision may affect that bidder’s eligibility for future contracts.

METHOD OF AWARD

Initial payment of the guaranteed fee to the Parks, Recreation and Open Spaces Department shall be paid to the County within
the first fifteen days of the month the contract is awarded. Monthly full payments to PROS shall be expected after initial payment
is fulfilled.
